TTEALTH commissioners of city and county have sounded a

warning concerning the danger of sickness, growing out 


of various conditions which arc being faced at the present time. 


One of these is the treacherous state of the weather. Allur- 


ing sunshipe and apparently balmy breezes form a combination 
that Impel people to neglect their health in the way of proper 
dress. There is the danger of socalled colds more prevalent at 
this time than during any other season of the year. 
Too much 


cauf-'on cannot be exercised. 


More dangerous to the general public than fickle weather Is 


the existence of insanitary conditions affecting 
the sewer sys- 


tem of the city. 
There is always more refuse in the streets in 


the fall than during any other season—leaves, dead 
weeds and 


withered and seer growth of all kinds, which have served their 
usefulness as a summer feature. 


It requires only a Blight rainfall to start this debris toward 


the sewers. 
It finds 
its way into the underground 
drainage 


pipes thru the many manholes. There it lays and decays, unless 
heavy downpour of rain and consequent inflow of a large-volume 
of water discharges it into the river. 


Health authorities stcite that much of the fall debris of Lima 


is at this moment lying in the sewer pipes, disintegrating in con- 
tact with liquids and that in event of a heavy downpour of rain 
there will likely be many manholes stopped up and accumulated 
•water flood the streets adjacent. 


Still further dangerous is the prospect 
of overflow 
In the 


8r~ing when the first thaws come, 
with 
debris clogging 
the 


drains. 
Even now, odors emanating from sewer manholes are 


very nauseating. The best that can be done, in lieu of a down- 
pour of rain as a flushing medium, is for the city to see to it that 
added amounts of debris do not get into the manholes and thence 
into the sewers. 


The cost of opening clogged sewers will be greater than a 


previous expenditure for keeping streets clean.

fJJ BALTH commissioners of city and county have sounded a 


warning concerning the danger of sickness, growing out 


of various conditions \\hicb arc being laced at the piescnt time. 


One of these is the treacherous state of the weather. Allur- 


ing sunshipe and apparently balm> breezes form a combination 
that Impel people to neglect their health in the way of proper 
dress. There is the danger of socalled colds more prevalent at 
this time than during any other season of the year. 
Too much 


caut'in cannot be exercised. 


More dangerous to the general public than fickle weather Is 


the existence of Insanitary conditions affecting 
the sewer sys- 


tem of the city. 
There is always more refuse in the streets in 


the fall than during any other season—U-avos, dead weeds and 
withered and seer growth of all kind1?, \\hich have served their 
usefulness as a summer feature. 


It requires only a slight rainfall to start this debris toward 


the sewers. 
It finds its way into tho underground drainage 


pipes thru the many mar holes 
There it lays and decays, unless 


heavy downpour of rain and (on«t quont inflow of a large-volume 
of water discharges it into the iwr. 


Health authorities btato that much of the fall debris of Lima 


is at this moment Ijirig in tlu> sewer pipes, disintegrating in con- 
tact -with liquids and that in event of a heavy downpour of rain 
there will likely be many manholrs stopped up and accumulated 
water flood the strrets adjacent. 


Still further dangerous Is the prosprct ol o\orflow 
in the 


sr-ing when the first thaws come, 
with debris clogging the 


drains. 
Even now, odors emanating from sewer manholes are 


very nauseating 
The best that can be done, in lieu of a down- 


pour of rain as a flushing medium, is for the city to fcee to it that 
added amounts of debris do not get into the manholes and thence 
into the sewers. 


The cost of opening clogged sewers will be greater than a 


previous expenditure for keiping streets clean.

And when you say that, the very beg- 
gars of the street cease to envy and be- 
gin to pity. 
Poor Naaman, as some 


one quaintly says, "The basest slave in 
Syria would not change skins

him." BUT HE TVAS A LEPER. 


Ono needs to know only a little about 


leprosy to appreciate the fact'that the 
Bible makes use of it as a. symbol of 
sin, but the more you study the pathol- 
ogy of this loathsome disease, the keen- 
er that appreciation becomes, until you 
are not surprised to hear God say of 
sinful man, as He does in Isaiah, "The 
whole head Is sick and the whole heart 
is laint from the sole of the foot even 
unto tho head there Is no soundness in 
it, but \counds and bruises and putrl- 
fying sores." 


I want to say three things about lep- 
rosy, and show you how liko It your' 
sin really is. First. It begins in a very 
small way. 
A man who understands 
pretty well the signs of this disease 


i meets Mr. A. and no tine a little white 
i reddish spot on the forehead, says, "I 
do believe, friend, yoti've got the lep- 
losy; there's a breaking out on your 
forehead here of what seems to bo 
Icpious matter."
